IGNORED THE TRIAL OF ESTERHAZY. 



Replies Indicated That Some of the 
Officers Withheld Certain In- 
formation From the Rlln- 
lster of War-Exelt- 
iug Scenes. 



Rennes, Aug. 24.— When the fourth 
session of the third week of the second 
trial by courtmartial of Captain Al- 
fred Dreyfus, charge! with treason, 
opened at the Lycee here Colonel Joq- 
aust, president of the court, ordered 
that the evidence given by M. Penot, 
a friend of the late Colonel Sandherr. 
chief of the intelligence department, 
be read by the clerk. 

It was to the effect that Colonel 
Sandherr said the Dreyfus family of- 
fered him 150,000 francs on condition 
that he would clear Dreyfus. 

Maitre Demange, for the defense, dis- 
posed of this allegation by reading the 
actual note on the subject written by 
Sandherr, thereby proving the col- 
onel's remarks had been distorted, 
Dreyfus' brothers having only said: 
"We are convinced of the innocence 
of our brother and will spend our en- 
tire fortune to discover the truth." 

The testimony of the first witness, 
M. Linole, a former official of the 
government, was also in favor of Drey- 
fus, as it was an indirect contradic- 
tion of what M. De Brieul deposed 
regarding the alleged intimacy of 
Dreyfus with the German attache at 
the house of M. Bodson, a mutual 
friend. 

The president of the court then call- 
ed the next witness, Colonel Maurel, 
who was president of the Dreyfus 
courtmartial In 1894. The colonel was 
attired in a black frock coat and wore 
the red ribbon of the Legion of Honor 
at his buttonhole. His face showed 
anxiety. As M. Laborl lashed him 
with pointed questions the colonel hes 
itated and then answered in a short, 
choppy manner, and when M. Labor! 
finally, disposed of him the witness 
left the platform with the pale face 
and scared look of a man who has 
awakened from a nightmare. 

Counsel had drawn from the colonel 
a confession that the secret dossier 
was communicated to the Judges of the 
courtmartial in 1S94 by Colonel Du 
Paty de Clam. This avowal produced 
a sensation in court and Maurel's dec- 
laration that he only read one of the 
documents did not affect the main 
fact. His claim that the docu- 
ment had no effect upon him as his 
mind was already made up, was nulli- 
fied by his subsequent declaration that 
this one document sufficed to convince 
him. 

Pointed Questions Asked. 

M. Laborl then put a series of 
pointed questions to General Mercler 
with reference to the communication 
of the secret dossier for the courtmar- 
tial and bis attitude in 1894 and an in- 
terested scene ensued. 

The general refused to reply to all 
the questions and there were sharp 
passageo-at-arms between counsel and 
Colonel Jouauat who upheld General 
Mercler, while the dialogue between 
th» general and M. Labor! became ac- 
rimonious. Counsel became very heat- 
ed and showed it in his voice and ges- 
tures. The general, however trou- 
bled his mind might be, seldom de- 
parted from the callous demeanor 
characteristic of him. 

The lawyer made a strong point on 
the part Esterhazy played. Mercler 
said he did not know Esterhazy and 
only saw him once at the Zola trial. 

"This is very interesting," exclaim- 
ed M. Laborl, "but surely General Mer- 
cler attended Eaterhazy's trial." 

The general replied that he was not 
there and that he knew nothing about 
the evidence in the Esterhazy prosecu- 
tion." 

"What,'* cried M. Labor!, "General 
Mercler, who was the chief accuser of 
Dreyfus, did not even follow the pro- 
ceedings in the Esterhazy trial?" 

A loud murmur of surprise and in- 
dignant comment came from the au- 
dience, but Colonel Jouaust immedi- 
ately suppressed it. Counsel then 
brought General Mercler to his asser- 
tion that 35,000,000 francs were sent 
bv the defenders of Dreyfus and asked 



the general to say how he knew who 
spent It and other awkward questions 
which the general was unable to an- 
swer. 

A question as to how the bordereau 
arrived at the office of the general 
staff, Its date, etc., was then Introduced 
which led to a strange scene for a 
court of law. 

General Roget, on mounting the plat 
form to give explanations, was follow- 
ed by General De Baisleffre, M. Grlbe- 
lln, Major Lauth and other military 
witnesses, all bold.ng up their bands 
to signify that they deBlred to speak, 
while at the same time M. Laborl was 
firing questions. 

The result was a perfect babel un- 
til the president of the court coul# 
stand it no longer and when the gov 
eminent commissary, Major Carriere 
also interpolated a few remarks. Col- 
onel Jouaust turned to him and askrd 
faim to be quiet, remarking that the 
Judges could not hear half a dozen 
people at the same time. 

During the course of the morning M 
Labori questioned General Mercier 
with reference to a document in the 
secret dossier, which, it is affirmed 
existed prior to 1894 and it waa not 
produced at the first courtmartial of 
the prisoner. 

The general confessed that he did 
not know of its existence and the same 
statement was elicited from General 
Gonse. who declared that Colonel 
Sandherr was renponslble for its non 
production. These replies were tanta- 
mount to a confession that Colonel 
Sandherr and Lieutenant Colonel Hen- 
ry played with the minister of war and 
even that General Gonse, assistant 
chief of the headquarter's staff, the 
chief of the intelligence department 
keeping from the two latter Just what 
he pleased. Then M. Laborl proceeded 
to take up the Panizzardi dispatch and 
to bring out the contradictory trans 
latlons of it and the falseness of the 
final version. 

After hearing General Mercier and 
General Chanolne on the subject, Colo- 
nel Jouaust declared the court would 
rule the dispatch out of evidence. 

The examination of General Mercier 
having been concluded, Colonel Jou- 
aust asked Dreyfus if he had anything 
to say, and the prisoner, in a calm 
voice, replied to General Mercler's 
statement that he (Dreyfus) could 
have obtained tho Information about 
the artillery promised in the borde- 
reau while staying at Bourges, where 
artillery trials were being held. Drey- 
fus entered into an explanation as to 
how he spent his time showing that he 
did not inform himself about the trials 
of the new gun brake. General Ris- 
bourg recounted what Captain Leb- 
run-Renault said about Dreyfus and 
this brought the latter to his feet with 
a thrilling declaration. He pointed out 
that the captain Bhook htm by the 
hand when he returned to the prison 
which is at variance with what General 
Risbourg recounted. 

"Moreover, continued Dreyfus, when 
a frightful charge has been hanging 
over a man's head for five years, 
the court ought not to talk of convic- 
tions but should bring proofs. Other- 
wise 1 cease to understand the mat- 
ter." 

This Indignant protest caused a 
deep sensation in court. • 

Continuing, Dreyfus proceeded to 
totally deny the story that he had 
made a confession to Captain Lebrun- 
Renault. 

A number of other witnesses were 
heard, including M. Quesnay de Beau- 
repalre's friend, Muller, who was re- 
sponsible for the story that he found 
a marginal note on the subject of the 
arrest of Dreyfus in a newspaper on 
Emperor William's departure for Pots- 
dam. He testified to this effect. 

The refusal of Colonel Jouaust to 
permit General Roget to be recalled 
which occurred during the proceedings 
was looked upon as Indicating, a de- 
sire to shorten the case. 

Cavalgnac Will Kxpluln. 
Rennes, Aug. 24.— Godfrey Cavalg- 
nac, ex-minister of war, is about to 
publish a brochure in which he will at- 
tempt to explain his attitude in the 
Dreyfus affair. He will analyze those 
telegrams, the original text of which 
is In German and will endeavor to 
prove Captain Dreyfus' guilt thereby. 

Expedition of Scientists. 
San Francisco, Aug. 24.— The United 
States steamer Albatross sailed for the 
southern Pacific with a party of scien- 
tists, under the direction of Professor 
Agassis. The expedition will make an 
exhaustive research of the Islands in 
the southern Pacific, and it is expected 
that much will be discovered that is 
new and of great Interest" to the scien- 
tific world. 

Big Purchase of Oil Lands. 
Bluffton, Ind.. Aug. 24.— Probably the 
largest block of Wells county oil leases 
that changed hands since the field de- 
veloped was sold. Nearly 30,000 acres 
In Chester and Jackson townships wera 
transferred by Samuel W.Talt of Mont- 
peller to the Standard Oil company.

Governor .Stone's Action In Apnoint- 
. ing Him Commended. 



ANTI-QUAY MEN OPPOSE IT. 



Republicans of Pennsylvania Sleet In 
State Convention and Select 
Candidates For Offices. 
Platform Outlined. 



Harrlsburg, Pa., Aug. 24.— The Re- 
publican state convention nominated 
Colonel James Barnet of the Tenth 
regiment for state treasurer, J. Hay 
Brown of Lancaster for supreme court 
Judge, and Josiah R. Adams of Phil- 
adelphia for superior court Judge. 

The nomination for supreme Judge 
is equivalent to an election by rea- 
son of two vacancies and no elector 
being entitled to vote for more than 
one person. 

The platform endorses the adminis- 
tration of President McKinley and 
Governor Stone, commends the exec- 
utive for his appointment of Quay to 
the United States senate, and pledges 
the party to a reduction in the expen- 
ditures of the departments of the state 
government. 

A feature of the convention was the 
presence of Senator Quay as a dele- 
gate from Beaver county and the ab- 
sence of State Senator C. L. Magee of 
Pittsburg, who Is convalescent from a 
severe illness. 

David E. Martin was also missing 
from his accustomed place in the Phil- 
adelphia delegation. Senator Penrose 
and Congressman Bingham entered the 
convention hall together and were 
greeted with applause. 

A demonstration was made In Sena- 
tor Quay's honor when he entered the 
hall, accompanied by State Chairman 
Elkins. 

A meeting of Anti-Quay delegates 
was held prior to the convention at 
which it was decided to vote for Bryan 
for supreme Judge and Hon. Dimnes 
Beebe of Philadelphia for superior 
court Judge. Mr. Beebe is a member of 
the superior court by appointment of 
Governor Hastings and his term will 
expire next January. 

It was also agreed to vote for Col- 
onel Barnett and oppose the plank In 
the platform, endorsing Governor 
Stone's appointment of Senator Quay. 

The convention was called to order 
by Chairman Elkin and Senator Pen- 
rose, who was unanimously elected 
temporary chairman, sounded the key- 
note in a rather lengthy speech. 

A plank in the platform endorsing 
the appointment of Senator Quay by 
Governor Stone was opposed in a 
speech by State Senator Flinn, but the 
platform as submitted was adopted by 
the convention 192 ayes to 49 noes. 

Mississippi Nominees. 
Jackson, Miss., Aug. 24.— The state 
Democratic convention adjourned af- 
ter having named the following ticket: 
Governor, A. H. Longino of Washing- 
ton county; lieutenant governor, J. T. 
Harrison of Lowndess; secretary of 
state, J. L. Power of Hinds, renomi- 
nated; attorney general, Monroe Mc- 
Clure of Leflore; auditor, W. O. Cole 
of Water Valley; treasurer, Robert 
Stours of Lafayette; superintendent of 
public education, H. L. Whitfield; land 
commissioner, E. H. Nail of Holmes, 
renominated; revenue agent, Wirt Ad- 
ams of Hinds, renominated; railroad 
commissioners, A. Q. Mays, J. J. Mc- 
Innls, renominated; Clay Kincannon; 
clerk of supreme court, E. B. Brown 
of Copial. renominated. 

A Mllltlary Expedient. 
Washington, Aug. 24.— The state de- 
partment does not apprehend that any 
international complication will arise 
of General Otis' course in excluding 
Chinese from the Philippines, as this 
Is said to be only a temporary military 
expedient, leaving the general question 
to be determined by congress. More- 
over, it seems that the exclusion of 
Chinese comes about through the 
adoption of miltary regulatons follow- 
ing the lines of United States laws and 
not by the detailed enforcement of 
the United States statutes relating to 
Chinese exclusion. While the same 
end is attained, yet the distinction Is 
made that congress is the only body 
which can apply a United States law to 
the Philippines, although the military 
authorities may adopt temporary steps. 

General Miles Talks. 
New York, Aug. 24.— General Nelson 
A. Miles Is quoted as saying: "The new 
secretary of war Is a man of business 
As a result very different conditions 
already exist. The interests of the 
country have demanded a vigorous 
prosecution of the war in the Philip- 
pines; now they will have it I know 
nothing about a change of commanders 
on the Islands. My command of the 
army has nothing to do with the ad- 
ministration. As major general com- 



manding, 1 am responsible for the 
health and discipline of the army. 
Both are Inexcellent condition. Gen- 
eral Otis Is a fine officer. That has 
been demonstrated by the splendid 
morale of the army, Its health and 
its efficiency in the field in the Philip- 
pines." 



GOVE RNOR BA YERS 

Says the Mexican Government Is 
Estopped From Inquiry. 

Austin, Tex., Aug. 24.— The recent 
torture inflicted upon six Mexican pris- 
oners confined in the Hidalgo county- 
jail by officials of that county in an 
effort to extort confessions has become 
an International affair. Fouf of the 
prisoners claim to be cltizenB of Mexico 
End they appealed to President Porfo- 
rio Diaz for aid and redress. The ap- 
peal was referred to the Mexican am- 
bassador at Washington. The latter 
has taken the matter In hand. Gov- 
ernor Sayers received a telegram from 
the Mexican consul at San Antonio, 
Tex., as follows: "If you have finish- 
ed your investigation regarding the 
six Mexican prisoners in the Hidalgo 
county jail, complaining of ill treat- 
ment, will you kindly wire me the 
result, as the Mexican embassy is so 
licltous about the matter." 

Governor Sayers replied to the con- 
sul's telegram as follows: 

"My Information derived from W. N. 
Parks is that the parties so confined 
are citizens of Texas. If this be true 
I cannot recognize the right of your 
government to take cognizance of the 
matter, having expatriated themselves 
from their native country. Under our 
naturalization laws If they become citi- 
zens of this state the Mexican govern- 
ment Is estopped from Inquiry in to 
the matter. From Information derived 
from another and entirely independent 
source, however, I am led to believe 
that there is some doubt as to the cit- 
izenship of one of the parties so con- 
fined. Into this particular I am now 
making inquiry and will advise you at 
the earliest moment practicable." 

Price of Matches Advanced. 

Chicago. Aug. 24. — Matches have ad- 
vanced in price from 20 to 25 per cent, 
within the last 60 days and dealers 
say there is reason to expect, unuer 
present conditions, another advance 
before the end of September. During 
June and earlier In the year the Inde- 
pendent match manufacturers were at 
war with the Diamond Match company 
and prices were demoralized, the 
cheaper grades selling as low as G3 
cents a gros* The war on prices, 
however, was brought to an end by 
the Diamond Match company buying 
several Independent companies. The 
Continental, bought from Edwin Gould, 
was among the first to be absorbed. 
Will rrolmhly Accept. 

Chicago, Aug. 24. — Secretary La 
Polnte, of the Canadian Veterans' As- 
sociation of Chicago received a letter 
from Premier Laurler of Canada In 
response to a letter of Inquiry In which 
the Canadian premier said that he 
would in all probability accept the 
Invitation to attend the fall festival 
In Chicago in October when the formal 
invitation was received by him. Pre- 
mier Laurier also stated that the gov- 
ernor general and most of the member* 
of the Canadian cabinet would accom- 
pany him. 

To Control Dry Goods. 
New York, Aug. 24.— Arrangements 
are maturing for the organization of a 
$50,000,000 dry goods corporation in 
this city to control and operate dry 
goods and department stores through- 
out the country. The mercantile reor- 
ganization company has recently been 
Incorporated In Trenton, N. J., as a 
preliminary to creating the big cor- 
poration. It is expected that the cor- 
poration will be launched in time for 
the fall trade. 

on Four Special Trains. 
Chicago, Ills.. Aug. 24.— Captain 
Palmer, chief quartermaster of the de- 
partment of the lakes, completed ar- 
rangements for the transportation of 
Thirty-first Infantry from Fort Thom- 
as, Ky., to San Francisco, from which 
port they sail for the Philippines on 
September 10. Four special trains will 
be utilized and It is expected the en- 
tire regiment will be on the seaboard 
by September 1. The first detachment 
has started. 

General Hale Discharged. 
Washington, Aug. 24.— An order was 
Issued at the war department probably 
dlscarglng from the volunteer army 
Brigadier General Irving Hale, to take 
effect October 1. General Hale went 
to the Philippines as colonel of the 
First Colorado and was made a brig- 
adier general for gallant service. Gen- 
eral Hale arrived at San Francisco. 

Arrived at Manilla. 
Washington, Aug. 24.— General Otis 
reported the arrival of the transport 
Newport at Manilla. Private Elmer 
Raymond, company B, Nineteenth in- 
fantry, died on board August 7 of 
uraemaae. There were no other cas- 
ualties.

Gibraltar, Aug. 24.— The Manchester 
regiment numbering 1,000 men has 
sailed for Cape Town. 

Ordered to He Ready. 
Durban, Natal, Aug. 24.— The men 
belonging to the British first class re- 
serve residing here have been ordered 
to hold themselves in readiness for 
their regiments. 

With the Queen. 
London, Aug. 24.— The Marquis of 
Salisbury Bpent the evening with 
Queen Victoria. It is believed the 
grave situation of affairs in the Trans- 
vaal was partly responsible for the 
premier's visit to her majesty. 

Willing to Enlist. 

Johannesburg, Aug. 24. — At a meet- 
ing here of 200 Germans a committee 
was appointed to express to the Trans- 
vaal government the willingness of the 
Germans to volunteer for service in 
case of war, but requesting that they 
be enrolled in a separate corps on ac- 
count of the hardships endured by the 
Germans in the Magato campaign. 

GENERAL OTIS 

Announces the Successful Mission of 
Rates to .lolo Islands. 

Washington, Aug. 24.— General Otis 
cabled the war department that Gen- 
eral Bates has returned from his con- 
ference with the Moros confirming the 
press dispatches as to the results of 
the mission. General Otis says: 

"General Bates returned. Mission 
successful. Agreement made with sul- 
tan and Datos whereby sovereignty of 
United States over entire Jolo archi- 
pelago ackonwledged; its flag to fly 
on land and sea. United States to oc- 
cupy and control all points deemed 
necessary. Introducing firearms, pro- 
hibited. Sultan to assist in suppress- 
ing piracy. Agrees to deliver crimi- 
nals accused of crime not committed 
by Moros against Moros. Relations be- 
tween United States troops and all 
Moros very friendly. Two other 
points in archipelago will be occupied 
by United States troops when trade 
and commerce can be controlled. Mo- 
ros western Mindanao friendly, ask 
permission to drive out Insurgents. Re- 
ports by mall." 

Russian Millionaire Kails. 
London. Aug. 24.— The Leader pub- 
lishes a dispatch from its St. Peters- 
burg correspondent saying that the 
suspension of M. Vonderweiss. a mil- 
lionaire of that city, has produced a 
depressing effect on the bourse and in 
financial circles. His capital was es- 
timated to be between 50,000,000 and 
60,000,000 roubles, but after his debts 
are paid he will scarcely have 6,000,- 
000 roubles left. His fortune was 
largely sunk in a group of undertak- 
ings, each one supporting the other. 
He regarded one of the most important 
systems of railroads in Russia as his 
own and he was connected with this 
road and with a number of steamers 
plying on the Volga and the Caspian 
sea, a machine factory, an Insurance 
company and smaller concerns. 

Were Panic Stricken. 
Washington, Aug 24.— General Otis 
cabled the war department the names 
of the men who were drowned while 
crossing the San Mateo river on the 
21st They were Sergeant Thomas W. 
Countee, Private William Carter, John 
Dean, J. E. Johnson, Edward Jones, 
Thomas Russell, Emmett McMillan, 
Hampton Kendall and George Moody, 
all of company G, Twenty-fourth In- 
fantry. Following drowned In at- 
tempting to rescue others: Private J. 
E. Poole, company H, Twenty-fourth, 
and one private, Fourth cavalry, whose 
name has not yet been learned. Gen- 
eral Otis says the men Jumped from 
the boat In a panic. 

Quay In Control. 
Harrlsburg, Aug. 24.— There is noth- 
ing to indicate that there will be any 
change In the program arranged for the 
Republican state convention by United 
States Senator Quay and his lieuten- 
ants. Even the most radical opponents 
of tb,e senator concede that he will con- 
trol the convention and that the ticket 
and platform will be framed in accord- 
ance with his wishes. 

Marquette, Mich., Aug. 24.— Father 
Frederick Eis was consecrated fourth 
bishop of the Catholic diocese of Sault 
Ste Marie and Marquette. Archbishop 
Katzer of Milwaukee officiated.

Tie Governor's Crowd Down on the Deboe- 
Rioter Oang of Republicans. 

LouiaviLLis, Ky., Aug. 23.— General W. 
S. Taylor proved to be no stronger physi- 
cally than the other campaigners, and 
the excessive heat at London yesterday 
almost knocked him out. At the close 
of his speech Taylor was not strong 
enough to remain and shake hands with 
those crowding about him for a greeting. 

All of the Deboe-Hunter leaders in the 
party were at London. 8enator Doboe 
was not called upon for a speech. 

The Bradley leaders are keeping in 
the background. Governor Bradley is 
still sulking in his tent. There is no 
telling what be may do before the close 
of the campaign. It is predicted that if 
Bradley is not brought in line and placed 
upon the stump for at least one speech 
in Taylor's interest it will cost the ticket 
dearly. , 

Tue opening of the Republican cam- 
paign at Williamsburg, a day ahead of 
the .scheduled opening at London, has 
developed an interesting condition exist- 
ing in that party and reveals the master 
hand of Governor Bradley. Whitley 
County is a Bradley stronghold. His 
friends there are many and hold State 
and county offices. 

The Bradley Ramsey folks, who were 
defeated at Lexington convention, have 
declined to take an active interest in the 
campaign. At the eleventh hour the 
campaign committee at Louisville sent 
Judge Holt, ex-member of the Court of 
Appeals, to make an address Monday 
afternoon, because it was Circuit Court 
day. Bradley and his friends got the ap- 
pointment, the first of the campaign, and 
a day ahead of the formal opening.
